A few years after the Communist Party 
Was organized in the United States it divided 
the country into 20 districts, California, Ari- 
zona and Nevada originally being included in 
district number 13, with headquarters in San 
Francisco. The important thing to bear in 
mind is that the headquarters for the whole 
of California and adjacent territory has al- 
ways been situated in San Francisco. The 
main propaganda outlet for the Communist 
Party is now at 1408 Market Street, and the 
party high command continues to operate 
from the San Francisco Bay Area. 

On Thursday morning, October 1, 1964, at 
11:45 A.M., JACK WEINBERG (non-stu- 
dent) was arrested in front of Sproul Hall, on 
the University of California’s Berkeley cam- 
pus. Weinberg was apprehended for solicit- 


_ ing funds at a Campus CORE table set up in 


deliberate violation of University regulations. 
Immediately after Weinberg’s arrest, 150 to 
200 students invaded Sproul Hall and the 
crowd, which grew to approximately 500 in 
number, imprisoned the police car containing 
Weinberg for a period of almost 34 hours. 
They were finally dispersed at 7:15 P.M. on

FSM: FREE SPEECH MOVEMENT 
_ During the weekend of October 3-4, the so- 
called “Free Speech Movement” was created 
in the 2-room Berkeley residence of AR- 





. THUR GOLDBERG. This particular. Arthur 


Goldberg is described on page 148 of the 
California Senate Factfinding Subcommittee 
on Un-American Activities Report No. 13 
(June 18, 1965) as follows: “Arthur Gold- 
berg, who was a member of. both the execu- 
tive and steering committees of the FSM 
received his early Communist indoctrination 
as a member of the Youth Action Union in 
Los Angeles. At Berkeley he identified him- 
self cpenly with the more militant Peking 
Jine of the Communist movement. . .” 

- At 12:30 P.M., December 2, 1964, almost 
800 students marched into Berkeley’s Sproul 
Hall, singing “We Shall Overcome”, and oc- 


- @upying the building until the arrests began 
at 3:30 A.M. the following morning. These 


individuals were tried and found guilty of un- 
lawful invasion and assembly in Berkeley 
Municipal Court during June-July, 1965. 
Following is a partial listing of those ar- 
rested in the Sproul Hall invasion of Dec. 2-3,

that the main leaders were Arthur Goldberg, 
Mario Savio and Bettina Aptheker.” 

Bettina Aptheker. was at that time a well- 
indoctrinated member of. the Communist 
Party, as she admitted more than a year 
later. (California Alumni Monthly, Dee. 
1965, p. 41). In his testimony of March 4, 
1965, before the Subcommittee on Appropria- 
tions, FBI Chief J. Edgar Hoover termed 
Bettina Aptheker “a close advisor of Mario 
Savio.” 

FSM———FILTHY SPEECH MOVEMENT 

The Free Speech Movement suddenly be- 
came the Filthy Speech Movement on March 
3, 1965 when a non-student strolled across 


“the Berkeley campus with a sign on which 


was a 4-letter word for sexual intercourse. 
Arthur Goldberg was quoted in the Daily 
Californian (March 4, 1965) as saying that 
“a guy had a right to express himself like he 
wants.” 

The strolling sign-bear er was arrested as 
was another non-student, EDWARD ROSEN- 
FELD, who displayed a sign: “Support the 
E Cause.” 


- VIETNAM DAY COMMITTEE 
According to the May 6, 1966 California 
Senate Factfinding Subcommittee on Un- 
American Activities Supplemental Report 
No. 13 (page 79), “Professor STEPHEN 
SMALE, of the Berkeley campus Mathema- 
ties Department, and JERRY RUBIN, a non- 
student, take credit for having started the 
Vietnam Day Committee and anti-Vietnam 
demonstrations throughout the country.” 
On Friday evening, October 15, 1965, be- 
tween 10 and 14 thousand marchers attempt- 
ed a torchlight parade from Berkeley: to the 
Oakland Army Terminal. About 2,000 made 
the same attempt on Saturday, October 16th. 
The Senate Internal Security Subcommittee 
(Document No. 72, October, 1965) had this 
to say concerning the Oetober 15-16 national 
Vietnam protest movement: “The control of 
the anti-Vietnamese movement has cleerly 
passed from the hands of the moderate ele- 
ments who may have controlled it at one 
time, into the hands of the Communists and 
extreme elements who are openly sympa- 
thetic to the Viet Cong and openly hostile to 
the United States, and who call for massive 
civil disobedience, including the burning of 
draft cards and the stopping of troop trains. 
This is particularly true of the national Viet- 
nam protest movement scheduled for October 





15-16.” 


i ` BEHIND THE SCENES CONTROL

RIS WILLS, who defected to Red China and _ 
the United States, reveal that _ 


Contacts are maintained through England, 
and as American visitors to that country 
come and go, they receive instructions from 
the hard-core coterie of Red Chinese Com- 
munists. SIDNEY SHAPIRO is another who 
takes a leading part in these actions. Wills 
described the operation in the February 22, 
1966 issue of Look magazine (pp, 85 and 91): 
“When the- Americans began bombing North 
Vietnam last year, MICHAEL SHAPIRO 
called a_meeting of all foreigners in Peking. 
He indicated the Central Committee of the 
Party wanted them to show more enthusi- 
asm for Chinese support of the North Viet- 
namese. They discussed what more they 
could do to develop the movement. in Ameri-. 
ca — on CAIDPMSES, among the Negroes and 
everywhere else — to bring Americans into 
the chain. They were mainly interested in 
professors and students. The Chinese Party- 
envisioned the Vietnamese war coming to an 
end because of the movement in America.” | 

From September, 1961 until June, 1964, 
FACULTY “ADVISERS” LEON WOFSY. 
was employed as Assistant Research Biolo- 
gist at the University of California’s San 
Diego campus. Wofsy is described by the 
California Senate. Factfinding Subcommittee 
on Un-American Activities (Report No, 13, 
June 18, 1965) as follows: “From 1937, cer- 
tainly through the next eighteen years, he 
(Wofsy) was one of the most active and im- 
portant Communist officials in the United 
States .... he unquestionably is the top €X- 
pert in. the field of organizing Communist 
youth movements. . .” 

Leon Wofsy invoked the 5th Amendment 
53 times during his appearance before the 
House Committee on Un-American Activities. 
(Transcript of Testimony, “Investigation of 
Communist Activities, New York” Part II— 
Youth Organizations, March 16, 1955, pages 
219-229.) 

Wofsy claims to have left the Communist 
Party in 1956. However, the official Commu- 
nist Party newspaper, “The Worker” (June 
6, 1956), had this interesting article concern- 
ing the 2nd national meeting of the Labor 
Youth League, headed and organized by 
Wofsy in his capacity as Youth Director of 
the Communist movement: “After seven 
years of outstanding leadership, Leon Wofsy, 
national chairman of our organization, was 
granted a‘leave of absence pending the next. 
national convention, The gratitude and af- 
fection of the entire league was expressed to 
him as he left to take on other responsibili- 
ties in the people’s movement.” 

In July of 1964, Leon Wofsy applied for 
the position of Associate Professor of Biology 
on the Berkeley campus of the University of. 
California, Wofsy arrived at Berkeley in. 
September, 1964, just prior to the “free 
speech” demonstrations, having come highly. 
recommended by a fellow professor at the 
San Diego campus, MARTIN KAMEN. 


PROFESSOR KAMEN 

Beginning in 1941, Martin Kamen was em- 
ployed at the Manhattan Project (for atomic 
research) which was under the general di- 
rection of J, Robert Oppenheimer. 

On the evening of July 2, 1944, at BERN- 
STEIN’S Fish Grotto in San Francisco, Mar- 
tin Kamen attended: a dinner at the invita- 
tion of two Soviet agents. Kamen was at that- 
time still employed at the Manhattan Proj- 
ect. Certain aspects of the secret Manhattan 
Project were discussed and classified infor- 
mation was passed on to these two agents by, 
Martin Kamen. Kamen admitted all this 
under oath before the House Committee on 
Un-American Activities on Tuesday, Septem- 


ber 14; 1948. 


Martin Kamen was later dismissed as a se- 
curity risk from the Manhattan Project.
